Have woe dreamed drepms of what
the conditions of our chilldhood ought
to he and have we still & hope of what
gome day they will be? Then a pat-
tern b2 ready to our hamd, and we
have a2 plainly mavked path of Jduty
before us

No generation has any eall,
tme, to attempt  chimeriedl
tastionl reforms. Much less shull we
give any thought whatever im-
proving child conditions « seept by ri-
tlopal and natural methods. Our chil-
dren are vory real entities. The con-
ditiens sauvrovnding them In un-
mistakable need of betterment, For
the child's sake, and for the sake of
future generations, this  hetterment
must be undertnken now and ecarried
on with zesl and  peesistence  until
reullzgation s anocomplished,

In a preceding paper it was =iated
on  aathority that whore systematic
Improvement in conditions surround-
ing our boye I8 attempted, the “elub™
nffere the jeagt resistance This s
unquestionably true in principle. In
practice the results are not uniform,
The mers herding of a company of
bovs in 4 warm and pleasantly-ap-
podnted hall, where sociul intercourse
I open and  unvestealned,  succecds
vasily In winning these boys from the
haneful influence of the strect-corger
gnng, for the thne being; but #he
pleasant vooni and the warm fire are
not likely 1o have a sustained drnowing
power, The Indusirial club, with s
varied trade eolasses and ite disciplin-
ary methods, will hold the patronnee
of those already amenable to discl-
pline, and  with tastes  formed  for
munual pursults; but the member of
the strect gang, who knows nothing
of order and syEtem, and who hag no
for lobor of uny sory, will, after
povelty wears off, find this club
confining and Irksome.  The elub, (hen,
hecomes non-resisting  only when
planned as to become inviting to il
moptx and conditions of the oy Kind,

It should not be forgotten that the
vhidld waorld is the same in its phases
we the adult worlil, Nothing lesa than
a  re<duplleation of  these  different
vhases In the club will warrant any
measure of There must be
entertainment. There must be regul-
tlon. There must be motive, The en-
tertalmment should have quality. The
regulations be not oo rigld, and under-
Iying and uniting both should be that
nameless “somethink” which will make
attendance worth while, and pay the
directore for heavy cexpenditures In
time and nervous energy.

Ag to the Individual muake-up of the
Ideal club, It will be o mistake to
open the club doors 1o any one elnss
exclusively, For the best good of all
the well-behaved and the ill-behaved,
the wise and the ignorant, the thdy and
the unthdy, the slatepleker and  the
grammar  schoolboy  need o have
places at the sume work-nench and at
the same game table, Associntion I8 the
firgt of all teachers, And while there
muay be real danger to the relatively
superior hoy in this Indiseriminate con-
teet, the certiin and  Jasting  galn
which I8 made by the relutively buad
boy In thus brushing, night after night,
Agrinst the better manners, the hetter
morals, and the cleaner physleal con.
dition of the other, will, It would seem,
more than compensate for any risk
taken.
